China and Japan. 
The. bark «' Onward" arrived yesterday 
from Kanagawa, Japan, in the remarkabl? 
short space of twenty-nine days. Her Chi- 
nese dates are to the'Sth and 9th Oct. : 

The allied fleet had left Tysiug for Pekin 
about September 8th. Before reaching Ton- 
gehau, it was attacked by a large flset of 
Tartars, who were repulsed with great loss. 
Tongehau was then given up to be sacked. 
The allied fleet had also talcen the forts at 
the mouth of the Peiho. 

On September 1st, several Englishmen of 
rank had been taken and imprisoned by the 
Chinese. At last advloes tne' fleet was in 
sight of Pekin. 

The trade at Shangbae was diiU, and the 
market was overcrowded ' with toreign im- 
ports, ^, 

At Hongkong trade has revived, and 
promised to be firm. Small vessels were in 
demand for the coast, 

Al Yokaharaa, Japan, trade was dull. 
Mr. Harris, American Minister, had taken 
no action in the matter at Hakodadi. 

The British Commissary Department had 
broken up on account of there beinj; a large 
quantity of provisions for the army in the 
north. The British btig-of-war Camilla left 
llakodadi, Sept. 7th, and was lost in a ty- 
phoon of} Kanagawa, Sept. 9th — al] hands 
perished, 

Tho most of tho storehouses at Yokahama 
were destroyeii. A Prusiian brig, name 
unknown, was lost in the name gale, also a 
Japanese man-of-war. 

The Prussian Minister could procure no 
tr-aty, as the Japanese had refused to treat 
with them. — San Francisco Herald, 7fA.

Chinese, in retaliation 
for the cruel treatment by them of a party 
of Kri);lish otficern, *ho had been taken 
prisoners while beari ng a dag ol triiee, and 
afler having been lorliired, were sent back 
to tho Allies with tlieir eyes put out and 
their nails torn out,

The news by the S.iiita Cruz is of a very 
inlerestin;,' char.icler. Ijiicoln being eleclcii 
beyond ;iM doubt by ihe popular vote, the 
southern (iPce-;sioin.sii .Tri> cln.in.ornii.s for a 
»!i,«(wlut;,)ri of llie Uuiori, and the formation 
of a Soulhutn cmifederaey. A cabinet meet- 
ing had taken place lo consiiler tho'present 
political crisis, when it appeared that 'it-was 
divided in opinion. The Presitient appears 
determined to stand by the Union, whilst the 
Southern membora of the cabinet appear fav.. 
orable to disunion. The President is reported 
t» have said that it was folly to think of a 
peooeable severance of the bonds that con- 
neot the North with the South. If so, it 
olearly indicates the jjrouiul which he is 
prepared to lake. At a larcje and enthusi- 
astic meatiing at Springfield, Illinois, Mr. 
Lincoln mule a-fpeQch, and was foiloweJ by 
Senator Trnmbuli. Tho latter is credited 
with uttering the policy which Mr. Lincoln 
will pursue in case the Southern secession- 
ists .ittompt lo carry oiAt their .suicidal doc- 
irinca. Trujilbuil denies that Miccs.si.jn ii 
practieuble. 'I'he con.stitiilion does not 
recognize the right of a S^ate to secede ; con- 
sequently if South Caroliaa insists on with- 
drawing from the confederaoy, a revolution 
will follow. If a revolution occurs he holds 
that it must be crushed, and the Union pre- 
■arved at all hazards. Such being the pro- 
gramme of the President and the President 
elect, should any of the Southern States 
seoede they will be whipped into tubjec* 
tion, and instead, as heretofore, being bound 
to the Federal Government by the ties of a 
common race, language, and republican 
piinciptes, and by a bond of atiertion, they 
will be reduced to the position of conquered 
provinces. 

The seces-tion movein';r.it has produced 
ao political results bt'y<n:/! .spe<!clit!s and 
re.iolutionn breathing Iio-iIiIlLv lo the iiepub- 
licans and the Union. 'I'ht; linancial result-f 
aro, however, of an ahunjiiig character. The 
banks ill Iht^ n.i):th, '.resl, and south are sus- 
pendir i; |'a', Mii''M, l.euu^lative aiil is sought 
by widw to iiiduinnify ihetn from the viula- 
tMii of their charters. A financial crisis is 
upon the country. There is no denying it. 
It does not. appear to have originated as for- 
merly, from over^trading and an undue ex* 
pansion of the credit system ; but from the 
gloomy forebodings coiiseiiuent upon the 
intensity of ihe SoiiihiTti neeession move- 
ment. The injury to Sonthern merchants 
is already ooinpiiti.'il at hundred.H of tluiii- 
••ands of dollars; but iiioi« particularly 
to South Carolina, the hut-bed of disseii- 
aiotr. Should- the Hecession feeling not 
cool down coon, the deplorable results will 
bo in<:alculahli», and the linancial shock will 
be likely to equal that of '.'17. 

The news from Italy betokens the conclu- 
sion of the revolutionary inuveiiioiit for a 
tirne. Victor EiiiiiianucI has entered Na- 
ples, and formally acccpttd llie doiniiiLoii of 
Kombiv. 'Iniis the ruvMlutioii of Snuthern 
Italy is coni()letf. The d i.'^or ierei' eleiutnts 
of the revolution Iheie will seek repose un- 
der Ihe coiKflituiional Hway of the King uf 
Sardinia. How the invasion of thu I'upal 
States will be healed is not clear, from our 
meagre advices. The army of lha Pope 
being disbanded, his States will tie under 
the protflotion of tho French army of 60,ooo 
and the French Eiiiperor. Hu will conse- 
quently be little bolter than n Stats ptiaoner 
of Franco. The resignation and retironient 
of Garibaldi shows that the influeacu <>{ 
France and the German Slates have prevail- 
ed to check his in&roh lb liberate Italy from 
the Alps to Ibo Mediterranean. The Pupe 
vLil rntain a nominalconlrol over his Status 
and Vonalia, till tho now possessions of 
Victor Emiiianual a'e considLdatod, when 
it is prohublii that (jatibaldi will again be 
called fii'ii> hid rtttiteiiieir. t . fiec Venelia. 
Tho future of thu Pup'i pn>bb:iii already 
solved.

The bchooaer Ino ar.-i.veil j-esterday after- 
noon from San Juan Uirbur unJ its lic'riity, 
bringing intelligence ci>nfirtnatory of thn 
reports heretofore publi.-fhod in the Colonist. 
regarding the rurao.ed loss of the ship John 
Marshall, and a small schooner, tho name of 
which is suppo.sed to h^; the Dance. The 
captain of ih'j Ino bring.; with him a ])nrtiiiii 
of the head-buaril of tho John. Mar*hall,upoii 
which the name of that unfortunate vessel 
can be plainly seen. She i.s supposed to
